SOUTH BAY-With plans for a 
new city hallpolice station-fire 
station underway, City Commis- 
sioners took the first step 
Tuesday night to sell the existing 
city building, along with the 
city-owned tennis courts.

‘Grigsby to have the property 
assessed by a real estate broker to 
find what the city could expect to 
realize from the sale. 

In recommending. the sale, 
Grigsby told the commissioners he 
didp't believe the city could afford 
to оўп the property once the staff 
has moved into the proposed 
complex, for which the city has 
already received a federal grant of 
$470,966. 

_Besides, the city finance 

r said, should the commis- 
sion want to make any alterations 
in the plans, which are now being 
drawn up by Barker, Osha and 
Anderson, the city's engineers, 
and the cost runs over the amount 
of the grant, the city would have 
to pick up the difference. 

Mayor Don Tanner pointed out 
the city will also have to furnish 
the new building and that would 
have to be done with city funds. 

Grigsby said the primary 
problem now isn't so much one of 
money as it is of time. The city 
has 90 days from the time the 
grant was officially approved until 
work must begin. 

He said the engineers are doing 
ail they can to make sure the city 
meets the deadline but urged 
commissioners to move quickly if 
they have any proposed changes.

The weight of a container, 
wrapper and/or other material 
which is deducted from the total 
weight to obtain the net weight is 
the “tare” weight. 

For instance, to be sure you are 
‘getting 1 pound of fresh beef in the 
package you are buying, the 
weight of the tray, label, film wrap 
and anything else that might be in 
the package except the meat must 
be subtracted from the total 
weight. This used to be, and still is 
in most stores, done as follows. 

A dummy is made up, 
this includes the tray, wrap and 
label. Whenever packages Eug 
this tray size are to be weigh: 
the dummy package із. placed on 
the scale and the scale is set to 
zero. After that all 
weighed on that scale will automat- 
ically have the tare subtracted 


from the total weight giving the р
